Pro- 
bably it might receive an Advantage, if fone. goof Bil! were 
prepatfed for the more effefual Preventing ahd Puniſhing Un- 
lawful and Clandefiine Trading; which does nor. only rend to 
Defraud the Publick, but Prejudices the fair Merchant, and 
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Diſcourages Our own ManufaQures.
